Crowder Says Many Thousands 
Probably Will Be Néeded 
at Camps in October. 


36 TO 45 EARLY NEXT YEAR 


Provost Marshal General Urges 
_ All Employers to Assist the 
Draft Officials.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Youths who 
are 19 and 20 ycars old and men be- 
tween 32 and 36 years, inclusive, will 
be the first subject to call for military 
service under the new selective service 
legislation, and it is probable that many 
thousands of them will be needed to 
fill the cantonments next month. 

As to the boys of 18 and the men be- 
tween 86 ahd 45, “General Crowder said 
that full information would be pub- 
lished as soon as the War Department’ 8 
completed program had | been prepared. 
It is probable that about 150,000: of the 
boys—and among these will be some of 
19 and 20—will be sent to students’ 
training camps. It seems unlikely at 
this time that any call will be made 
upon men from 36 to 45 for active serv- 
ice, at least before January .or Febr y. 

To speed up the work of classifying 
the registrants who will be subject to 
immediate call, the ‘questionnaires will 
first be sent: to those of 19 and 20 and 
those between 32 and 36. 

Te Rush Classification. 

General Crowder hopes to get the work 
of classification in these age groups 
completed within forty-five or fifty days 
after registration on Thursday. The first 
oi the early calis for active military 
service will be made upen the men in- 
cluded in these age groups who do not 
claim; exemption and to whom no de- 
forred classification is granted at the 
request of employers or others. 

General Crowder said that the needs 
of the cantonments this month practical- 
ly would exhaust the registrants in Class 
1 under the earlier selective service legis- 
lation. He referred to the number who 
would be left over after the September 
quotas were filled as ‘‘ negligible.’’ In 
fact, they will represent only a few 
who have been made’ available by the 
recent combing over of the classifica- 
tion lists. 5 

As to the number of men who will be 
needed to fill the cantonments in Oc- 
tober, General Crowder was not pre- 
pared to make a statement. It proba- 
bly will not be under 270,000, the tetal 
determined upon for September,and may 
be considerably in excess of that figure. 
One guess has put the-cail at 300,000. 


To select this mumber of men out of 


those who will register on Thursday will 
require rapid work by all officials con- 
nected with the selective service ma- 
chinery, and this emergency, General 
Crowder ‘believes, maxes it a patriotic

READY FOR ‘CONCILIATION 


Doubts That Military Overthrow 
of the Allies Now Is a. 
Possibility. 


D'ECKSTAD IS PESSIMISTIC 


Saxon Foreign Minister Expresses 
Concern Over. Tottering of 
Popular Confidence. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 10.—An exchange 
of views between the Central Powers 
and the Entente was tentatively sug- 
gested by “Baron Burian, the Austro- 
Hungarian Foreign Minister, in an ad- 
dress. to visiting German newspaper 
men, according to a Vienna dispatch to- 
day. Such a discussion, said the For- 
elgn Minister, need not take the form of 
peace negotiations, but would have as 
its purpose the consideration of all 
things which are keeping the belligerent 
powers apart. 

‘This question arises,’’ said the For- 
eign Minister: ‘‘ Isn’t it a crime against 
humanity even to think of completely 
pulling down a structure which has be- 
come historical, and which certainly 
here and thére needs improvement, but 


is only capable of improvement, in order 
to found a paradise in future on its 
‘ruins? The defect in this, however, is 
that in accordance with the destructive 
methods of our enemies it can only be 
created with a much too great sacrifice. 

‘“-Count the past hecatombs of this 
war. Think of those to come and ask 
whether striving to attain war aims at 
such a price is justifiable—war aims in 
which the principle of justice is put 
foremost—without investigating whether 
an understanding could not be reached 
by a fair application of that principle. 

‘**It is unthinkable that even the most 
confident hopes of final victory could 
permit the enemy in the long run to 
avoid considering whether the most 
terrific exertions and_ sacrifices ‘can 
longer. be justified in order to carry 
through principles which are not the 
enemy’s monopoly or to regulate the 
affairs of other peoples who can manage 
them quite as well themselves. 


“Fighting For Imaginary Things.” 


investigation would bring many on the 
other side to realize that they often 
are fighting for imaginary things. It 
may be an ungrateful task to want to 
communicate one’s own perceptions of 
things to the enemy. 

“The enemy group can, if it wishes, 
convince itself that in all questions of 
humanity and justice and of future in- 
ternational relations it will encounter on 
the part of our group no opposition and 
will be in line with our existing pro- 
gressive aspirations. But at the same 
time it will meet our determination to 
continue steadfastly to stand up for our 
good right. 

‘Our adversaries need only provide 
an opportunity in a calm exchange of 
views—some sort of direct informative 
discussions is thinkable which would 
be far from being peace negotiations— 
of discussing and weighing : everything 
which today separates the belligerent 
parties, and no further fighting will, 
perhaps, be needed to bring them closer 
together. 

‘“‘But I would not delude you with 
baseless prospects of peace at a moment 
when the war fever still is shaking the 
world. I must, howevér, talk to you of 
peace because we all honestly want it 
and because we are certain there is an 
ever-growing number of like-minded per- 
sons in all enemy countries. 

‘“* We desire to contribute to the best 
of our ability to a mutual understand- 
ing and help to pave a way for con- 
ciliation. But, so long as necessary, we 
shall hold out in a loyal and resolute 
joint defense.’’ 

Baron Burian is also quoted as saying: 

‘‘T- am certain that this war must cost 
this tormerited earth a’ terrible amount 
}of bloodshed and an immeasurable de- 
| struction of precious possessions before 
{the end can be reached by the military 


overthrow of the enemy, if, indeed, this 
at all is possible. 

Continuing, the Foreign Ministtr said: 

** We are oppressed by the same cares, 
but we are not downhearted. You can 
convince yourself here that we, just as 
in Germany, with head erect and without 
fear or arrogance, are waging a defen- 
sive war, rejecting all responsibility for 
the prolongation thereof, which was 
criminally and quite uselessly forced 
upon us by the enemy.

BiG U-BOAT SUNK, 
CAPTAIN REPORTS 


Navy Department, Without 
Comment, Makes Public 
“Story of Fight. 


29TH SHOT DID THE WORK 


American Says There Was “a 
Terrific Explosion and She 
Sank Almost Instantly.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The sinking 
of a large German submarine camou- 
flaged and flying no flag, far out in 


the Atlantic Ocean on the morning of, 


Sept. 3 by the American tank steamer 
Frank H. Buck, was oficially reported 
to the Navy Department tonight. So 
far, the department has received by 
long. distance telephone from-an At- 
lantic. port only.a summary. of. the 
statements made to naval officers by 
the Captain of the Buck... His official 
report has not yet treached the depart- 
ment. * . 

According ito the summary of the Cap- 
tain’s statement, the engagement be- 
tween the submarine and the tanker 
lasted twenty-nine minutes. Direct hits 
were registered against the stern and 
conning tower. of the U-boat by the 
twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth shots 
from the Americanygteamer. 


No Official Comment. 


The Captain’s report makes the most 
definite statement that has yet been 
given of the sinking of a German: sub- 
marine by an American vessel since the 
capture by the american destroyer 
Fanning of a German U-boat: which 
afterward -sank. The department re 
frained from commenting on the Cap- 
tain’s report, beyond saying that the 
Captain highly commends the efficiency 
and conduct of Chief Gunner’s: Mate 
Joseph Steffens of the United States 
Navy, and the whole naval gun crew 
under his command. The summary of 
the statement made by the Captain fol- 
lows: ‘ 

“On Sept. 3, at 8:25 A. M., an enemy 
submarine was sighted on the starboard 
beam at 14,000 yards. The submarine 
opened fire with two 6-inch guns. We 
answered fire with forward gun. We 
saw the shot fall about 400 yards short, 
and immediately swung stern forward to 
submarine, using after gun. Our shots 
were very close to tne submarine, and 
the submarine’s shrapnel was bursting 
very near to us, some of the pieces fall- 
ing upon our decks. amidship. We 
changed our course frequently, which 
seemed to upset the submarine’s aim and 
range. As soon as the submarine saw 
our range was equal to hers, she hauled 
away from us.. Up to that time she had 
been closing in on us. 

‘“‘ Before the submarine could get out 
of range our twenty-eighth shot from 
the after gun apparent, hit her stern. 
The twent oenih hot hit her just for- 
ward of the conning tower, near and 
under the waterline. The bow imme- 
diately shot up into the air very sud- 
denly, then settled and went down out 
of mid ht, the stern making a half turn 
toward us and then it disappeared. 


Sank Almost Instantly. 


** Upon shot striking the submarine we 
saw very closely a terrific explosion 
and black smoke, which enveloped the 
submarine. I am positive that we de- 
stroyed her, as she sank almost in- 
stantly after the shot struck her. 

“The engagement lasted tventy nine 
minutes. Some of the.fragments of the 
submarine fell’ on our deck and were 
picked up. The submarine was about 
800 feet long, of the early type of Ger- 
man submarine, with high bow, an 
had two 6-inch guns close to the conning 
tewer, fore and aft. She fired in salvos, 
using about sixty shots altogether. She 
was camoufl flaged and flew and flew no flag.” 


TRANSPORT, RETURNING, 
REPORTED TORPEDOED 


It. was reportea in marine insurance 
circles yesterday that the Canadian Pa- 
cific passenger liner Missanabie had 
been torpedoed on.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY, 
Sept. 10.—Rainstorms, very heavy 
while they last, between short spells 
of wind-swept sunshine, have fallen 
along the front and our men are 
having a wet time on those.old bat- 
tlefields which again stretch for 
miles behind our, lines—our’ recov- 
ered ground; good to us not be- 
cause of any beauty, for there is 
none, but because it is the wide area 
for which our men fought through 
these years of war. 

Their chief labor now is to mend 
the roads which strike across that 
desolation and to make easy the 
lines of communication which are 
the arteries of our material body of 
war, and to make some form of habi- 
tation in this wilderness so that men 
may get shelter from wind and the 
headquarters staffs of divisions and 


which to spread their maps and 
write their orders. It is an enor- 
mous labor, and our engineers and 
the pioneers and labor battalions 
are hard at work in the rain and 


mud that already is forming a sludge 
over all this ground, making old dug- 
outs habitable again, draining old 
trenches, putting up new huts in 
place of those which have been 
burned or destroyed by shellfire. 

. Here and there the enemy’s re- 
treat has been too hurried for him 
to indulge in elaborate destruction. 
| We found large numbers of new Ger- 
;man dugouts, very deep and well 
timbered. Recent captured orders 
from army Generals forbid German 
officers to let their men use dugouts 
more than eight steps down, and in- 
structing them to board up or other- 
wise destroy the deeper kind, in 
which their men have been too often 
trapped by our atfacks. 


Rain May Check Illness. 


The rain that is falling will in- 
crease the discomfort of our men in 
the open fields now that we have to 
go long distances without villages or 
roofs behind us, while the enemy has 
good places for billets behind his 
own lines. But in another way it is 
a blessing, for it will lay the dust, 
which is the source of evil to the 
health of our troops now that it 
comes blowing over battlefields 
strewn with dead horses and all cor- 
ruption that is in the wake of war. 

This beyond doubt is the cause of 
internal pains and troubles amount- | 
ing to a mild form of dysentery| 
which recently affected some of our 
troops and in greater degree, be- 
cause of poorer nourishment, the 
German infantry. It is’ a marvel 
due to the perfection of our medical 
science that there has been no wide- 
spread epidemic this Summer of a 
more serious character than “ flu,” 
or Spanish influenza and other al- 
lied fevers, more especially as the 
strain on our officers and men has 
been very severe since the begin- 
ning of the German offensive in 
March. 

It is now ‘that the strain is re- 
laxed a little that some of them who 
carried on so doggedly begin to 
“feel done in,” and into our rest 
hospitals and casualty clearing sta-

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES 
Sept. 10.—French patrols were at 
Travecy on the Oise north of La 
Fére this morning. Over the whole 
front on both sides of St. Quentin 
the armies of Generals Debeney and 
Humbert are approaching or already 
have reached the allied trenches of 
the middle of March. <A very heavy 
downpour of rain this morning sug- 
gested the fall of a theatre curtain 
upon a completed act. 

We are, however, not yet back 
everywhere upon the positions of 
six months ago, for the enemy is 
holding obstinately to the eastern 
corner of the hills between the Vesle 
and the Aisne, and, except on the 
west about Laffaux, General Man- 
gin is not yet near the Chemin des 
Dames. 

The troops will be very grateful 
for the brightening of the weather 
this afternoon, for the field of the 
French advance toward St. Quentin 
and St. Gobain is\now a wilderness 
in which there is not the least shel- 
ter and scarcely any fuel is to be 
found. I notice that authorized 
writers in the German press glory 
in this fact. 

“ A decisive struggle,” says Colonel 
Gaedke,: “ will be made more diffi- 
cult for the enemy by the devasta- 
tion of the regions that now form a 
buckler before the German armies 
and — .ll contribuy to their success- 
ful defense.” An official Wolff 
message of Sept. 1 says the ‘Allies 
“will find for Winter only ground 
completely bare and devastated,” and 
on the following day the same‘ 
agency remarked: “The abandon- 
ment of this sector [north of the 
Qise] was ppepared with our custo- 
mary care, and we have been able 
without being interrupted to take 
away from this region everything 
that would be of any use to the ad- 
versary.” 

“The customary care” of the Ger- 
man Army frorh the highest to the 
lowest commands in the execution of 
acts o* wholesa‘e destruction and of 
theft is a characteristic to which 
since the beginning of the war I have 
often had to testify, at first with 
reluctance, afterward with a deep- 
ening, and now a long confirmed, 
disgust. The popular term of Hun 
misrepresents the facts; these are 
not acts of savagery, but coldblooded 
and highly scientific rapine. They 
are not accidental, but fundamental 
parts of the German campaign. 
Cities Tike Noyon and scores of vil- 
lages sometimes, it is true, were 
much damaged by bombardment, but 
have- afterward been completely 
razed by fire and explosive. How- 
ever, every useful article had been.

have been compelled to fall back along 
the whole line from Arras to Rheims 
and have ‘lost’ practically every inch 
of ground they gained by their four 
great drives bégun on March 21 and 


ended on July.18, the day Foch struck 
his tremendous blow on their flank 
between the Aisne and the Marne. 

So far, the last eight weeks have 
marked undoubtedly a great allied 
victory. But it is well to note that 
no unduly optimistic conclusions must 
be drawn from this fact. To state 
the situation coldly this morning the 
enemy even now has not been driven 
right back to the Hindenburg line, 
either immediately to the west of 
Cambrai, or around St. Quentin, and 
even when he is, it is by no means 
certain that the Allies will not have 
the hardest part of their. immediate 
task before them. 

On the other hand, the fall of La 
Fére, which has been in flames since 
Thursday, -may+be expected in the 
very néar future. This will open 
widely the prospect of the powerful 
Position of St. Gobain Heights being 
furned from the north, while the fact 
that Mangin 1s steadily biting into the 
German. defense near Servais, must 
soon enable him to secure St. Gobain 
town and its important railway junc- 
tions. 


Temporary Obstacle in Floods. 

The question arises whether, after 
destroying .their stores at La Fére, 
the enemy will be able to inundate 
any, substantial part of the adjacent 
country and there delay Mangin’s ad- 
vance in the same way as they have 
been able to hamper Horne’s progress 
in the Sensée’ region: Even if they 
are able to do this, however, the con- 
tinued progress of Mangin’s envelop- 
ing movement toward Anizy on the 
south of the St. Gobain forest will 
probably very shortly render the ene- 
my possession of this cornerstone of 
his positions in this district untenable, 
and will bring. ahout a radical change 
in the whole a aah position. 

Opinion in many quarters here is 
inclined to the belief that now that 
the enemy has- to a great extent 
reached the Hindenburg line, we may 
regard the present offensive as ended. 
This view, however, by no means is 
shared by well-informed persons. It 
is known that the Germans have im- 
mensely strengthened their defenses, 
and particularly their means of com- 
munication. Practically all the rail- 
ways behind their new lines have been 
doubled and many new sidings laid 
down. Every station is crowded with 
trucks, filled with munitions and sup- 
plies. 

All their old positions have been 
strengthened. Behind St. Quentin es- 
pecially, powerful new trenches have 
been created all along the canal and 
everywhere. vast new systems of 
barbed wire have been set up. 

The most potable feature of the new 
works -perlaps is the enormous num- 
ber of shelters which have been con- 
structed in reinforced concrete, both

PRESS HINDENBURG LINE 


New Dash Brings Nearer the 
Flanking of La Fere on 
North and South. 


BRITISH FIGHT IN A STORM 


Beat Off German Attacks West 
of Cambrai and Move Line 
Slightly Forward. : 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—The Freneh ’ 
armies have made important prog- 
ress in the last twenty-four houts 
in tightening their grip on the ap- 
proaches to St. Quentin and La Fare; 
By the capture of, Koupy they are 
now four and a half miles from St. 
Quentin on the southwest, and to- 
night it is announ.-d that they have 
passed beyond Hinacourt, seven 
miles south of the city. 

Their maximum advance at Roupy 
from their previous line is three aid 
a half miles. They command all the 


apprgaches to th: city from the. 
north, west, and south, 


On the west and south the French 
have captured a string of im- 
portant positions, including. Giber- 
court, Remigny, Montescourt, ‘Lizer- 
olles, Clastres, Seraucourt-le-Grand, 
and Etreillers. 

South of the Oise General Man- 
gin’s army has captured Servaia, 
where the French are almost. di- 
rectly against the Hindenburg line. 
Wooded areas within two miles of 
La Fére have been occupied. 

Strong resistance was encountered 
in these advances, but the progress 
of the French has been continuous in 
the whole region between St. Quen- 
tin and La Fére. 

North of Laffaux, opposite the 
end of the Chemin des Dames, the 
French have also improved their po- 
sitions. A slight advance has been 
made in the region of Glennis, south 
of the Aisne, where the American 
troops are co-operating. . 

Further north the British have 
been occupied chiefly in straighten- 
ing their lines, continued rains hav- 
ing impeded operations. They have 
advanced south of Havrincourt in 
the direction of Cambrai, from 
which they are less than seven miles 
distant, and have beaten off Ger- 
man attacks west of Gouzeaucourt. 
There has also been heavy fighting 

at Epehy. 

In their new positions the British 
have a wedge pointing toward Douai, 
where fires started by the Germans 
are reported to be burning still. — * 

On the Lys front the British have 
made progress northeast of Neuve 
Chapelle and north of Armentiéresg. 

The Belgians, it is ‘announced, 
have scored a marked success on 
their small sector of the front. On 
the Steenstraete-Dixmude road they 
have advanced more than half: a 
mile on a front of about a mile and 
a quarter, and southwest of St. 
Julien they entered the German 
lines to a depth of a third of a mile 
on a front of more than two miles, 
holding their gains in both instances.

then very tired young men who, in 
answer to the most cheery question, 
“Well, and what's the matter with 
you?” say “ Nothing very definite. 
I feel-a bit queer, that’s all. Found 
it hard to carry on, somehow.” 

They have erratic pulses, tempera- 
tures that zigzag up and down the 
chart, and a lassitude that keeps 
them quiet on their beds as patient 
as babes with a thermometer stuck 
in their mouths. But they brighten 
up towards evening, when they spin 
yarns to each other across the wards, 
strange, astounding yarns as I have 
heard them for several days past in 
‘one such hospital told by young of- 
ficers who were at school four years 
ago, and who during the last four 
vears, even during the last four 
months, have crammed into life a 
hundred years of intense experi- 
ence. ; 

One Boy’s Amazing Experiences. 

Here in one of these wards one 
hears the inner history of war and 
the revelation of its effects on the 
minds of men, and episodes of 
frightful adventure, told quietly by 
one nto another, as though they 
were normal things or dreams viv- 


idly rémembered. One boy of 22% 
years has been all through Gallipoli, 
been cut off in a horseskoe trench 
below Achi Baba, seen some of his 
comrades go raving mad with thirst, 
jumping over the parapet and run- 
ning towards the Turkish machine 
guns while-he had kept sane chewing 
a button from his sporran until his 
tongue gluel to the roof of his 
mouth and then, in the evening of 
the burning day, volunteered to go 
with five others to fetch water from 
the lines further back. 

They went singly. The first man 
was shot, the second got through, 
the third was shot, the fourth got 
through, and when this bey’s turn 
came he was number five, and the 
odd numbers had been unlucky, but 
he pushed through and brought back 
water. That is an old memory of 
his. 

In the 5ist Division he has been 
through many battles in France, in 
all of them since those of Arras last 
year, and on the French front as 
well as on the British, until this last 
fighting on the Scarpe a week ago. 
Then he felt “funny,” as he calls 
it, and fainted for nothing at all, 
and now lies yarning in a ward, with 
little gusts of laughter at odd hap- 
ptnings which he remembers. The 
others carry on. 

On the whole the health of the 
army is magnificent and the spirit 


of the men high. The outposts are 
still pushing forward and meeting 
fiercer resistance from the German 
rearguards, fighting here and there 
more than patrol actions, and small 
battles which have been thought big 
battles as far back as the South 
African war, and repelling German 
counterattacks whieh are intended 
to delay our progress until their 
line of retreat and of main resist- 
ance is assured. 

So it was yesterday when the Ger- 
mans made two determined counter- 
attacks at Chapel Hill and its neigh- 
borhood near Gouzeaucourt. 

Th. -e efforts. were made by men 
of the 201st German Division and 
6th Cavalry Division, after what 
seems to have been a time of fric- 
tion and dispute between then. Ac- 
cording to one story the 20ist Di- 
vision had been badly mauled and 
the survivors were so low spirited 
that their officers sent word that a 
counterattack by them was out of 
the question. Then the 6th Cavalry 
Division said, “ If the infantry won’t 
fight neither will the cavalry.” 

Yet they were forced to do so by 
stern command, and came forward 
yesterday and gained some ground 
from our outposts. They were beaten 
out once and came back again and 
were driven out again, losing fifty 
prisoners to our men and suffering 
heavy casualties. 


New Zealanders further north teok 


British troops attacked south of 
Epehy and pushed back the German 
rearguard lines, though how much I 
do not know. It seems evident that 
the Germans are still fighting rear- 
guard actions east of Péronne before 
falling back definitely to the old line 
of defense before March 21, and that 
they are not yet on their real line of 
resistance. 

For the moment our warfare is 
restricted to these minor actions, 
clearing the country of German out- 
post lines and driving the enemy 
back to his new battle lines where 
‘he was established before he plunged 
into his great adventure in the 
Spring, flinging all he had into the 
issue, and lost his last chance of vic- 
tory on the western front. 

The problem that faces him now is 
whether ‘he will have enough men 
to hold this line with any safety 
during the next four or five months, 
whén his shattered divisions will be 
largely made up of his boys of the 
1920 class, or whether he will be 
forced to shorten his line still fur- 
ther and dodge the next blows in 


store for him—the American Army 
has not yet tried its strerigth—by 
a retreat on a greater scale. It is 
an appalling problem for the Ger- 
man command to settle, with low- 
spirited troops in the field and de- 
spairing people at home.

‘THRILLING AIR FIGHTS 
ON BRITISH FRONT 


Machines Crippled by Engine 
Trouble Escape from the Foe 
in Daring Encounter. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 10, (Associated .) 
Amazing feats by British airmen dur- 
ing the recent fighting may now be men- 
tioned. After driving down in flames 
one of two enemy two-seaters, a British 
scout had engine failure, which com- 
pelled him to spin down. As the machine: 
touched the ground a German fired his 
pistol at the pilot at fifteen yards’ 
range, puncturing the gasoline tank. 

At that moment the engine pickéd up 
sufficiently to carry the pilot to the rear 
of the British lines, where he was forced 
to come down again. Being under a 
heavy fire he removed the gunlocks and 
sights and all his instruments before 
abandoning his machine, which could 
not be saveu. 

A pilot and observer, returning in their 

machine from a bombing raid, fell be- 
hind their formation because of engine 
trouble and were attacked by Fokkers. 
The elevator controls were immediately 
shot away and the observer was badly 
wounded, but he continued to fight and 
shot down one Fokker in flames and 
saw another crash out of control. By 
this time all the gasoline tanks had 
been shot through and the engine hit in 
several places. All the instruments on 
the dashboard were smashed by enemy 
bullets. Both rear guns were jammed, 
and the observer was bleeding badly. 
‘| The pilot succeeded in getting his ma- 
‘chine into a dive, went through a cloud, 
and reached the British lines. The gal- 
lant observer was found to have been 
wounded ten times in the fight. 

' Attacked by a squadron of enemy air- 
‘planes, a lone British scout spun down- 
‘ward, but on the way saw that only one 
‘of the enemy was following him. So he 
‘came suddenly out of the spin just above 
\@ grove of trees, caught the enemy-ma- 
‘chine crossing in front of him, and shot 
'§t to the earth, where it burst into 
i flames. 

'. There are many stories, too, of how 
‘British airmen swooped back and forth 
‘lever the German batteries, playing their 
‘guns on the enemy until these guns 
‘were completely silenced. One report 
‘winds up by saying that a scout ma- 
j chine crossed a battery position several 
‘times, but was not fired upon, all’ the

Noyon a Battered Ruin, 
Sept. 8.—The tide of war that has 
here flowed and ebbed thrice has 
left peculiarly horrible marks in 
the triangle between the Oise, the 
Aisne, and the Ailette. The coun- 
tryside itself, outside of the old 
front from Noyon to Soissons, is not 
disfigured as badly as the battle- 
fields of the Somme or Verdun, but 
the villages and small towns, farms 
and large country houses are 
smashed to bits ‘with a very few 
partial exceptions, and in passing 


through them one asks what body 


of men will have the courage and 
means to attempt the reconstruction 
of the region. 


I spent a long time yesterday 
evening in the ruins of Noyon. No- 
tice boards still stand at the entry 
to the main streets, warning the 
visitor of danger from mines and 
other boche traps, but there is prob- 
ably now more risk from the patches 
of wall that a strong wind would 
bring down. Briefly, the whole city 
is destroyed. I did not see half a 
dozen houses that could be repaired. 

Pleasant villas, old-fashioned 
streets of crowded shops, mansions 
built around aged courtyards, 
schools, churches, convents—they 
are lying in nearly unrecognizable 
piles of stone, brick, plaster, wood, 
and general dust. There is very 
little trace of furniture, and most, 
if not all of it, must have been 
carted away’to Germany. 

The cathedral, because it was the 
most substantial building in the 
town, shows most of itself still 


standing, and having been charac- 
terized rather by strength than deli- 
cate beauty of structure, is not be- 
yond repair. Its great, square 
towers are, however, gutted. Five 
shellholes in the roof of the nave 
and others in the roof of the apse 
and the transepts, have brought 
down masses of masonry. All the 
windows are shattered and the altars 
of nearly all the side chapels are 
broken. There is a foul litter of 
broken stone, wood, and glass with 
feathers, scraps of German news- 
papers, and twisted petty utensils. 


Of the quaint, Renaissance town 
half is gutted by fire, and its gilded 
facades completely spoiled. No 
French civilians remained in this or 
other towns and villages to give us 
such tales as they did last year. It 
is one vast, empty desolation, silent 
and ‘yet in its lifelessness ‘only too 
eloquent. . — 





ST. GOBAIN STRONGHOLD 
NOW TIGHTLY PRESSED 


French Sweep Forward for Im- 
portant Gains Southward 
from St. Quentin. 


“WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, Sept. 
9, (Associated Press.)—French troops 
forced the crossing of the Crozat' Canal 
today, overcoming strong: opposition 
and occupying important positions in 
the triangle formed by the two branches 
of the canal and the road from La Fére 
to St. Quentin. They also advanced 
north of the Cise, taking the Liez fort 
and capturing Etreviller and Roupy. 

Though these were operations of de- 
tail, they tightened the lines around both 
St. Quentin and La-Fére, greatly facili- 
tating future operations against both 
towns. 

General Humbert’s forces now com- 
mand the entire region west of the river 
and the canal from La Fére north be- 
yond a single-track railroad that crosses 
the river at Meziéres. They command 
all of the approaches to St. Quentin 
from the north, west, and south. and are 
within less than five miles of the town. 

The occupation of Fort Liez gives the 
French command not'‘only of the entire 
country around La Fére, but of the val- 
ley of the Oise to a considerable dis- 
tance northward, the  valie of the 
Serre eastward and the railroad line 
leading to the Laon citadel, which is 
‘visible from the height. 

General Mangin’s army south of the 
Oise took Servais, closing in on La Fére 
from the south, while they improved 
their position north of Laffaux. : 

Both the Third and Tenth French 
armies are now practically on the line 
where the pursuit of the Germans 
stopped in the Spring of 1917. 
prisoners say that orders recently issued 
are to fight to the last man to hold the 
present positions. There are indications, 
however, that the Germans have less 
confidence than last year in the in- 
violability of this line. hey made great 
sacrifices to hold other positions in front 
of it without avail, and the burning of 
La Fére betrays the fear that the line 
is not entireiy safe there. 

The Hindenburg line comprises a wide 

system of defenses having a total depth 
in some places of nearly ten miles, and 
the fall of its pillars does not mean a 
breach in the position. The St. Gobain 
Forest, supposed to be the strongest 
art of the line, is now tightly pressed 
rom the north by the occupation of 
Servais, and from the west by the cap- 
ture of Barisis, while the French in 
front of Fresnes are crowding it from 
the south end. .

FOE HAS ONLY 195 DIVISIONS. 


All but 16 of These Have Been En- 
gaged Heavily This Year. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—New evi- 
dence of the shortage of man power in 
the German Army has reached Wash- 
ington from an authoritative source, it 
was learned, today, showing that seven 
enemy divisions on the western front 
‘had been disbanded entirely for lack of 


| men. 4 
There are now only 195 German divi- 
sions on the entire front, according to 
these reports, and of these there are 
only sixteen that have not been en- 
gaged in heavy fighting of the present 
year.’ In at fewest eight divisions the 
battalion formation has been reduced to 
three companies from four, which means 
a reduction of one-fourth in the fight- 
ing strength of these divisions. The re- 
port adds that the trench strenate of 
the German army is now entirely inade- 
uate, \ 

“These reports throw light upon the un- 
derlying reasons for the great German 
withdrawal and complete abandonment 
of the drive which was started last 
March. It was vitally necessary that 
the enemy shorten his lines to conserve 
his troops. By withdrawal’to the Hin- 
po gen line he has reduced the length 
of his front between Ypres and Rheims 
by about sixty miles. 

It is not yet clear whether the German 
high command considers the Hindenburg 
line short enough to be held with the 
present German forces. The general 
trend of that old defensive front forms 
a great curve from Verdun to the North 
Sea, bulging outward in the center to 
take in Lille, Douai, Cambrai, St. Quen- 
tin, Laon and other towns now menaced 
by the Allied advance. A further re-

FOE EFFORT SPENT, 
HAIG TELLS ARMY 


Believes Dark Days Through 
Which British Have Passed 
Will Never Return. 


CONTRAST TO SPRING ORDER 


New Address to Troops Considered 
in London to Mark Bright 
War Period. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—The capture by 
the British of 75,000 prisoners and 750 
guns in four weeks is announced by 
Field Marshal Haig in an order of the 
day. . 

‘* We have passed through many dark 
days. Please God, these never will re- 
turn,’’ says the Field Marshal, who 
adds: ‘‘ The enemy has now spent his 
effort.”’ 

The text of the order of the day reads: 

** One month has now passed since the 
British armies, having successfully with- 
stood all the attacks of the enemy, once 
more took the offensive in their turn. 
In that short space of time by a sgries of 
brilliant and skilfully executed actions 
we have repeatedly defeated the same 
German armies whose vastly superior 
numbers compelled our retreat last 
Spring.

SCOFF AT HINTZE’S SPEECH 


Frankfurter Zeltung Calls His 
Statements About the British 
Press “Arrant Nonsense.”’

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 10. — Richard 
Gaedke, the military critic, has an- 
other interesting article in the Vor- 
wirts of yesterday on the military 
situation. He warns the people that the 
struggle on the west front will certainly 
have far-reaching consequences and that 
there is every possibility that the en- 
emy’s offensive will not decrease, but be 
extended in its scope. One of the most 
important goals of the Allies is again 
the Flanders coast, he thinks, and he 
points to the great resources which are 
at the disposal of the British - Army 
alone in men, tanks, machine guns, 
heavy artillery, airplanes, and all 
necessary war material. Turning to re- 
cent events, he says: 

‘‘Of course, we have not given up 
voluntarily all the positions we once 
held. In a battle extending over weeks, 
one position after another was lost. We 
accepted the consequences, of that, and 
voluntarily withdrew our line as the 
enemy threatened to break or outflank 
it. We have therefore been fighting a 
rearguard struggle on a great scale, We 
are now returning toward the Hinden- 
burg line generally. At points we have 
reached it and even in some places 
left it behind us. Whether this will be 
the end of our retreat, we don’t know. 
Still the retreat must come to an end 
some time, and the decisive struggle will 
begin.’’ 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says that the 
last four weeks have produced the 
greatest events of the whole war, and 
adds: 

‘The most important success of the 
enemy and one we must take seriously 
is that it has been possible to carry on 
this offensive with such great and ever- 
increasing strength for a month and a 
half without pause.’’ The journal, too, 
warns the people that very severe fight- 
ing is yet to come. 

In connection with the frank state- 
ments made by Gaedke in the Vor- 
wirts articles, it is interesting to note 
that they are circulated by the Wolff 
Bureau. That is a clear indication that 
they are officially inspired. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, criticising 
Foreign Secretary von Hintze’s speech to 
the Austro-Hungarian newspaper men in 
Vienna, ridicules his statement that the 
English press is entirely under the thumb 
of the authorities, and tells him he is 
talking arrant’ nonsense whén he de- 
clares that in the Entente countries 
‘* journalists who do not represent the 
Government views simply go to prison."’ 

Equally false, it declares, 4s his state- 
ment that the German and Austrian 
press retains its freedom, even in war 
time. That freedom of which von Hintze 
speaks, the journel concludes, simply 
does not exist, and all efforts to abolish 
the military censorship in- political mat- 
ters have failed, . - vi . 


BOOSTING GERMAN LOAN.

Hertling Likely to Go and Dr. 
Solf to Become the “‘Fight- 
ing Chancellor.”’ 


POST FOR SCHEIDEMANN? 


Report that Socialist and Also 
Erzberger, the Catholic Leader, 
Will Be Called In.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 10.—I have on 
several occasions lately referred to the 
likelihood of considerable and notewor- 
thy changes in the German Government. 
The belief that something is going to 
happen is further reinforced by a state- 
ment in the Leipziger Tageblatt. That 
journal’s Vienna correspondent states 
that the recent discussions between Herr 
von Hintze and the Austro-Hungarian 
Government were confined almost en- 
tirely to the present and future political 
changes in the Vienna situation. He 
states further that ‘‘ important informa- 
tion is imminent in high places in Ger- 
Many and in Austria-Hungary as well.”’ 

As’ for Germany, he declares that 
Count von Hertling will retire and that 
the new Chancellor will be Dr. Solf, 
the present Colonial Minister. It is re- 
ported in diplomatic circles, the Vienna 
correspondent adds, that Herr Erzberger 
and Herr Scheidemann will become 
members of the Government as repre- 
sentatives of their parties, the Catholic 
Centre and the Majority Socialist Par- 
ties, respectively. 

The Vossische Zeitung, commenting on 
this news, says that, though nothing is 
yet settled, ‘‘ changes in the Government 
may be regarded as certain.’’ It refers 
incidentally to the burden of the Chan- 
cellor’s duties, which he naturally feels 
all the more on account of his advanced 
years.. The journal adds that such 
changes as those referred to in the 
Leipsigéer Tageblatt have been much 
discussed in Berlin political circles of 
late and that-a joint committee of the 
Reichstag majority parties will meet 
toward the end of this week in order to 
discuss the general situation. The 
Main Committee of the Reichstag comes 
together ‘in the beginning of October, 
and the Vossische Zeitung thinks that 
before that time decisions will have 
been come to and the position made 
clear. 

I may add, as another sign of a 
change, that Herr Ebert, the leading 
Socialist Deputy, has been discussing 
matters with the Chancellor in Berlin. 
Reichstag circles attribute considerable 
importance to this fact.

LONDON, Sept. 11.—A dispatch from 
Amsterdam to the Daily Express says: 

“‘Sensational rumors of impending 
Government crises in Germany always 
go two and two, with military failures, 
so that it is not surprising to find the 
German press full of reports about 
Hertling’s early withdrawal and his 
probable replacement by Dr. Solf. It is 
already arranged that Hertling will be 
ill and must’ therefore rest, as he is too 
weak to withstand the stormy session 
expected in the Reichstag in the coming 
Autumn. Dr. Solf, who already is 
styled, probably by himself, the fight- 
ing Chancellor, would, according to the 
papers, be the man Germany needs—a 
sort of a civilian Hindenburg. 

Just as before Hertling’s appointment 
papers had much to say about the par- 
liamentarization of the Government per- 
sonnel, so now Erzberger and Seheide- 
mann are already mentioned as leading 
members of Dr. Solf’s cabinet, but it 
is quite clear that if this happened it 
would mean an end of Pan German in- 
fluence at both Berlin and headquarters. 

It must be remembered that the Ger- 
man Government may have an interest 
in these reports being printed in allied 
countries where it is hoped in Berlin 
they will be considered as a sign that 
Germany is reforming and may thus 
pave the way to peace negotiations, but 
everybody in Germany knows the‘Kaiser 
will only appoint Erzberger and 
Scheidemann as ministers on the day 
when he cannot do otherwise.

CZECHS STILL IN SAMARA 


Message from Consul Harris at 
, Irkutsk Refutes Reports of En- 
emy Success on the Volga.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—What is re- 
‘warded as closely approximating an of- 
fensive and defensive ajliance between 
Germany and the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment in Russia is involved in the treaty 
gust negotiated between them, the first 
official information concerning which 
reached the State Department today in 
@- dispatch from American Ambassador 
Francis at Archangel. 

The Ambassador confirmed recent 
mews that the new treaty supplementary 
to that of Brest-Litovsk provides that 
{f the Bolshevist Government orders an 
offensive and fights against the En- 
tente allied forces in Northern Russia, 
Germany will guarantee Russia against 
attack either by or through Finland. 
The treaty also stipulates that after the 
‘expulsion of the’ allied forces from Rus- 
gia, Germany will guarantee the security 
of the coasting and fishing fleets of 
Russia in Russian waters. 

So far as can be ascertained from 
official sources all that Russia obtains 
in return for the 6,000,000,000 marks she 
thas agreed ta,pay to Germany and for 
jundertaking an offensive against the 
Entente forces stretched southward 
‘along the railway from Archangel ‘to- 
‘ward Vologda, is a guarantee of pro- 
jtection against attack by, or through, 
Finland, and a contingent guarantee of 
\protection to the Russian coastal and 
‘fishing fleets. 

These details of the treaty were also 
regarded as tending to confirm a report 
which reached Washington last week 
‘that the Berlin Government had asked 
the Bolshevist Government for the right 
‘of passage for German troops across 


‘Russian territory for use against the 
Czechoslovak forces at’Samara and 
ether points in European Russia. 


State of War With Allies. 


Officials declined to intimate whether 
the new treaty recognized, from the 
German and Bolshevist viewpoints, the 
existence of a state of war between the 
Lenine and Trotzky régime and the al- 


lied powers. It was, however, pointed 
out in one well. informed quarter, that 
war, in its strict sense, couid only exist 
between recognized States, and that 
. Whatever the intentions of those in con- 
trol of the Bolshevist Government, the 
United States and other allied powers 
not having recognized it, the attitudes 
of the Entente Governments might not 
be regarded as constituting a state of 
war at this time, despite the fact that 
officials of the Bolshevist Government 
at Moscow some time ago served notice 
on the Entente diplomatic representa- 
tives there that a state of war or, as 
they subsequently phrased it, of de- 
fense, existed. 

For some time it has been believed 
that the Bolsheviki, having 
themselves through a serieo sf barbarous 
acts, would tu:n to Germany for sup- 
port of their tottering power, and the 
new treaty. is regarded in some diplo- 
matic quarters as the price they must 
pay for help from the German Govern- 
ment. However, in view of the present 
demands for man power on the western 
front, it is not thought that Germany 
will be able to make any real contribu- 
tion of troops to aid the Bolsheviki. 

State Department officials were very 
much gratified today over receipt of 
definite information that Samara, on the 

front, is still in possession of the 
Czechosiovak forces. Tne dispatch came 
from Consul Harris at Irkutsk, and 
stated that there was uninterrupted 
communication again between Irkutsk, 
Ekaterinburg and Samara, ‘‘on the 
eastern front, which the Czechoslovaks 
are holding against Bolshevist attacks.”’ 

The Russian Embassy today received a 
cablegram from Omsk, in Western Si- 
beria, this being the first direct message 
from that city, which is the seat of the 
Provisional Goyernment of Siberia, since 
the fali of the Kerensky Government. 

e greatest importance is attached in 
official and in Russian circles to the 
restoraiio:: of communication with 
Western Siberia. It is regarded as 
meaning that the centre of political and 
«military interest in Siberia will shift 
from the direction of Vladivostok and 
Harbin toward Central and Western 
Siberia beyond Lake Baikal. The suc- 
cess of the Czechoslovaks and the free- 
ing of Siberia from Bolshevist domina- 
tion have accomplished results greater 
than were expected even recently.

“The Russian Embassy, having en- 
tered into contact with various national 
organizations newly arisen in Russia, 
has received, among other direct infor- 
mation, the following statement, signed 
by Nicholas Tschaikovsky, President of 
the Government of Northern Russia: 

** Aychangel, Aug. 31.—In the. region

the Allies, the Government of the ‘region 
of Northern Russia, not recogniaing the 
peace treaty of Brest, has set as its aim, 
the expulsion of the Germans out of the 
boundaries of Russia and the creation 
anew of a great and indivisible Russia. 

“ Owing to the initiative of the League 
of Regeneration of Russia, composed of 
representatives of all political parties, 
except the extreme ones, the Govern- 
ment of the Region of Northern Russia 
was formed by delegates of the North- 
ern Provinces to the Constituent <As- 
sembly and by representatives of the 
Zémstvos and towns of the region. 

“The municipalities and judicial 
bodies are reconstituted. The Russian 
army is again created and on the basis 
ef discipline.

Mobilization has been declared in the 
Northern Region. 

“* Desiring to secure real liberty and a 
democratic régime, the Government of 
Northern Russia, joining hands with

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The French continue to make progress 
toward St. Quentin, although the way 
is. becoming tortuous. The battle is be- 
coming more and more: like the first 
battle of the Somme, a struggle here 
and there for individual limited ob- 
jectives. This has come about entirely 
through the increased German resist- 
As was to be expected, this re- 
sistance increased as the distance to the 
prepared positions decreased. The prin- 
cipal difference between the * fighting 
now and that in 1916 is the persistent 
nature of the attacks. Then between 
each attack there was an interval of 
several days, which allowed for the 
artillery preparation which character- 
ized the offensive tactics of that time. 
These tactics, however, have become 
out of date, so that the interval between 
attacks is no longer necessary. In the 
drive for limited objective the French 
are making use almost entirely of the 
pincers process. They drive hard on 
ejther side of the objective, and when 
the pocket, has been formed pull the 
string which closes it. 

Yesterday we saw the capture of 
Clastres by this method; today Re- 
migny, and possibly Ly-Fontaine, td the 
northeast of it, are almost certain to 
be in French hands. The result is that 
the French are daily creeping nearer 
the old battle lines and are certain 
eventually to find themselves along the 
Oise Canal, where they were at the end 
of 1917. In a general way, therefore, 
we are witnessing the encirclement of 
St. Quentin. This does not mean that 
the town is in any immediate danger 


—— 
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of capture. . Driven further back, possi- 
bly, than they had anticipated when 
they began the 1917 retreat, the Ger- 
mans found themselves at St. Quentin 
practically surrounded. Tne French 
lines ran east of and parallel to the La 
Fére-St. Quentin road, and then cir- 
cumscribed an almost perfect semi- 
circle about the city, not more than a 
mile and a half\from its outskirts. 
They were, however, unable to com- 
plete the journey, and the German lines 
held. This situation prevailed until the 
beginning of this year, when the Ger- 
mans themselves moved out. The value 
of St. Quentin, therefore, was at that 
period largely destroyed. 

The same, or a very similar, situation 
is growing up now. The French are 
again pressing up close to the city—in 
fact, they are not more than four and 
a half miles from it at the nearest 
point. But St. Quentin has no rail con- 
nection with La Fére, or with any of 
the northern bases. To the northeast 
is” Le Cateau, where the railroad is 
found connecting the two towns, but 
there is none anywhere else. St. Quen- 
tin is therefore not one of the great 
chain of bases upon which the reten- 
tion of the German position depends. 
Its value lies principally in the fact 
that by its capture the Allies would ob- 
tain control of the eastern bank of the 
upper Somme River, which would open 
the way to a still further advance to 
the hanks of the Oise. For this reason 
it seemed advisable for the Germans to 
hold it. This situation having been 
duplicated in 1917, there is nothing that

would indicate that there is any neces- 
sity for the evacution of the city. 

In the north the British are meeting 
with the same general experience as the 
French in the south; they are being 
checked and held up. The reasons are 
somewhat different, however. They are 
much further from the Hindenburg line 
than are the French in the south, and 
the Germans do not seem inclined to 
fall back. unless forced to do so. The 
reason is that because of the advance of 
the Canadians over the Drocourt- 
Quéant Switch, the northern leg of this 
celebrated position is seriously threat- 
ened. Ifthe Germans fall back to this 
line completely, a deep pocket will re- 
main in ‘the line west of Cambrai, with 
the Canadians on one side and the Eng- 
lish on the other. It will be practically 
impossible to prevent this pocket from 
being closed, in which event the Brit- 
ish line will be drawn up within not 
more than two miles of Cambrai. This 
will bring the eastern approaches to the 
city under close artillery fire and make 
its continued use as a base an embar- 
rassing proposition. Therefore, we see 
the Germans standing fast on the east- 
ern bank’ of the upper Canal du Nord 
and piling their strength into this posi- 
tion to defend it. 

The real test of the allied strength 


would naturally come when this former 
line is reached, as it must be in the 
south within a few days. What Foch 
will do then no one ¢an say, although 
there are several possibilities which hold 
considerable promise. Almost certain it 
is, however, that the one thing he will 
not do will be to try to break this line 
by direct frontal attack.

Ten thousand officers of the old army 
who were ordered to register in Mos- 
cow were held prisoner for nearly a 
week, almost without food. Cholera 
crowded and insanitary conditions of 
their quarters. 

Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevist Secre- 
tary of War, wired General Alexeieff, 
Commander in Chief of the Anti-Bolshe- 
vist forces, that an officer would be shot 
for every Bolshevik killed the 
Czechs or white Guard.

FRENCH DEPUTY KILLED 
AND ANOTHER WOUNDED 


Gaston Dumesnil and Abel Ferry 
Hit by Same Shell—Dumesnil 
Dies After Being Decorated.

PARIS, Sept. 10.—Premier Clemen-

Satur- 
da} morning the grand old Frenchman, 
who embodtes the very heart and soul 
of his country in its magnificient effort 
against the common foe, accompanied 

King Albert on a visit to several of the

front. Se 
After -lunching, the King and Queen 
had a long chat with him. The French 

Premier and War Minister drove into 

the British zone and inspected the de- 

vasted regions round Kemmel, Bailleul, 
and Neuve Eglise which have just been 
liberated. From an observatory post in 
the advanced lines M. Clemenceau 
watched the operations in course against 

Armentiéres, which he saw burning in 

front of him; and was able to catch dis- 

tant glimpses of the great city of Lille. 

Yesterday Premier Clemenceau went on 

to Noyon and spent .the whole day in its 

neighborhood, visiting Chauny, Coley le 

Chateau, Soissons and other centres, re- 

turning to Paris shortly before midnight. 
As a result of the Premier’s tour along 

the front, Paris learned this afternoon 
that Gaston Dumesnil, a well-known 


member of the Chamber of Deputies, 
had died of wounds and that Abel Ferry, 
another member, lay wounded in a front 
line hospital. Dumesnil, was elected 
for Angers by a majority of over 13,000 
in the last election, and Ferry is one of 
the members of the Army Committee of 
the am . Dumesnil whose class had 
been mobilized since the beginning of the 
war, had fought bravely throughout. He 
was several times mentioned in orders 
and was wounded in 1916, on which oc- 
casion he received the decoration of the 
Legion of Honor. He was constant in 
his attention to parliamentary duties, 
but always returned to the front when 
the House rose. Dumesnil was seriously 
wounded while at the head of a section 
of infantry which he commanded as a 
Lieutenant. 

Ferry’s wound was received while he 
was fulfilling an official Parliamentary 
mission at the front. Clemenceau 
visi the hospital, arriving before 
Dumesnil. died. he Premier handed 
him the insigna notifying him of

ANGERS LUXEMBURG 


Parliament May Ask Grand 
Duchess to Prevent Sister’s 
Marriage to Rupprecht.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Express from Amsterdam says the 
announcement of the engagement of the 
sister of the Grand Duchess of Luxem- 
burg to Crown Prince Rupprecht of 
Bavaria has caused the deepest ill-feel- 
ing throughout the country, where the 
Germans .are cordially hated. Political 
circles are also incensed at the reply 
received to their representations from a 
leading court official who described the 
matter as purely private and as having 
nothing to do with politics. . 

This answer caused the Parliamentary 
Opposition to announce an interpellation 
on Germanhy’s continual breaches of 
Luxemburg neutrality, and the Gov- 
ernment were so afraid to accept the 
discussion that coigy resigned when by 
26 votes to 24 the Chamber declared in 
favor of the interpellation. 

Luxemburg people say that the Grand 
Duchess ought to have forbidden the 
marriage of her sister Antonia with a 
man who is known as ‘‘ Luxemburg’s 
Hangman,” for it amounts to sélling the 
country to Germany at the moment 
when it is helpless under military’ occu- 
ation. It is believed the Luxembu 
arliament will appeal to the Gran 
Duchess to take the necessary steps to 

render the marriage impossible.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Information 
reached here today from a source usu- 
ally reliable that Turkey has sent a 
large force to the border of Bulgaria, 
where trouble is brewing over division of 
territorial spoils of war between these 
two allies of Germany and Austria-Hun- 
The possibility of open conflict 
between Turkey and Bulgaria is watched 
here with great interest, and is known 
to be causing serious misgivings at Ber- 
lin. y 
The revolutionary spirit is rife in the 
Bulgarian Army and among the civilian 
population, according to reports. The 
Bulgarians want rnore territory, and are 


‘said to be determined to secure all of 


Serbia and even a portion of Austria. 
They already have secured a strip off 
Northern’ Turkey, including one-half of 
the City of Adrianople. 

Another cause for dissension is the 
fact that when the Dobrudja was award- 
ed to Bulgaria in the Rumanian peace 
treaty dictated by Germany, Turkey de- 
manded the cession of that portion of its 
northern territory that had previously 
been given to Bulgaria as a reward for 
entering the war on the side of the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

The recent resignation of Premier Ra- 
doslavoff of Bulgaria is said to have 
been caused by his inability to obtain 
more territory and his unwillingness to 
betray the Central Powers. The new 
Premier, Malinoff, is believed here to 


be a figurehead who will accept the dic- 
tation of Germany, but the’ army and 
the populace are not satisfied with the 
situation. 


GERMANS FEAR FOR DOUAI. 


Drive from Apex of British Wedge 
Would Threaten City. 


PARIS, Sept. 10.—Some of the Ger- 
man newspaper correspondents show 
anxiety over the situation caused by the 
British advance along the Scarpe, in the 
Arras region. The correspondent of the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, for instance, 
points out that a drive by the British 
from the apex of the wedge they have 
pushed into the line in that region would 
lead to the gates of Douail. The cor- 
respondent expresses the hope that arti- 
ficial floods will be put in the way of 
the British to help stop the tanks. 

Additional advices that fires are burn- 
ing in Douai have been received. 

There are three German lines of de- 
fense behind the Hindenburg line, the first 
closely paralleling it and the others pro- 
viding for retreats along wide fronts, 
according to an outline of the German 
defense system printed by the Matin 
today. 

The first line in the rear of the Hin- 
denburg position, according to the news- 
paper, starts from the south of Lille and 
‘parallels the Hindenburg line at an av- 
erage distance of from three to six miles 
The second comprises a line running 
from Lille to Metz, the intermediary 
points on which the newspaper does not 
indicate. This line would be abaut 180 
miles in length. 

Finally, the newspaper adds, there is 
a fourth retreat line, on which the Ger- 
mans are now vigorously working. It 
runs from Valenciennes, twenty miles 
west of Douai, in a southeasterly direc- 
tion to Givert, on the Meuse, at the 
Belgian border. The front thus indicated 
extends for about sixty miles. 


AID FOR ITALIAN FRONT.

READY TO REGISTER 
MEN OF 52 TONGUES| 


Director Conboy Has 12,000 
Helpers Assigned to Assist 
the Chief Registrars. 


Martin Conboy, Director of the Draft 
for New York City, announced last night 
that everything was ready for register- 
ing the 900,000 men between the new 
draft limit ages tomorrow. Mr. Conboy 
said the arrangements provided for ‘reg- 
istering men speaking fifty-two different 
languages, and that despite the size of 
the task he expected to have the reg- 
istration completed by 9 o’clock tomor- 
row night. Extra registrars and inter- 
preters will be mobilized at central head- 
quarters in Manhattan, the Bronx, and 
Brooklyn, with automobiles ready to 
take them to any district in which the 


registration may assume unexpected 
proportions. ; 

In response to a request of the Draft 
Director most of the large corporations 
and other concerns po agpnt gy Sealy num- 
bers of men of draft age ve agreed 
to give them time off to register so as 
to decrease the last minute rush to- 
morrow night. The Stock and Cotton 
Exchanges will be closed tomorrow. 

The arrangements provide, Mr. Conboy 
said, one registrar for every eighty 
registrants in the city. Twelve thousand 
persons have been named to help the 
chief registrars. This army of registrars, 
interpreters, and clerks has been or- 
ganized into twenty-seven units, each in 
charge of a chief registrar. In addition 
practically every teacher in the publi¢ 
schools will assist the registration 
boards. The schools will be closed to- 
morrow. 

The returns from the 189 registration 
districts will be received in Mr. Con- 
boy’s office on the sixth floor of the 
Hall of Records. An effort will be made 
to have complete returns ready for 
transmission to General Crowder in 
Washington by midnight.

WARNS SLACKEREMPLOYERS 


Threat of Exposure to Follow Re- 
fusal to Obey Federal Regulations. 


The displeasure of the United States 
Government will be visited in full meas- 
ure on any employer of labor who fails 


‘|}to abide by the requirements of the 


United States Employment Service. This 
was indicated yesterday by Federal- 
State Director Henry D. Sayer at the 
final conference of New York State 


representatives ot the Federal Employ- 
ment Service held at 220 Fifth Avenue 
in answer to the question, ‘‘ What 
power have the Community Labor 
Boards to enforce the orders of the 
United States Employment Service 
against a slacker employer?’ Director 
Saver answered that the Government 
had no power to send offending em- 
ployers to jail, and continued: 

‘‘The service is not without power to 
enforce its decrees any more than the 
President is without power to take any 
action necessary to prosecute the war. 
There is no law on the subject to the 
effect that we can take the offender to 
court. But there is a three-fold kick, 
so to speak, in the power of the Govern- 
ment—the control of fuel, the control of 
raw material, and the control of trans- 
portation. There is a further very po- 
tent instrumentality which has been de- 
scribed as pitiless publicity, and if there 
be any concern in New York State, no 
matter how powerful or great, that may 
be unpatriotic enough to disregard the 
labor program that Washington has pre- 
scribed for helping to win this war,. that 
firm will be held up to the scorn and 
ridicule'and derision of the people, as it 
should be.”’

Conductor First Foreigner to 
Lead Orchestra in Hall 
of Conservatoire. 


CAMP TOUR INTERRUPTED 


é 
All Transportation In France Was 
Needed for American Forces 
Bound for the Front. 


Dr. Walter Damrosch, who arrived at 
an Atlantic port this week from France, 
rejoined his family at East Hampton, 
L. I., yesterday after a European ex~ 
perience such as has been experienced 
by few musicians since the war. Dr. 
Damrosch, on the eve of sailing for 
home, was able to be of service to Gen- 

- eral Pershing in holding an examina, 
tion of 200 bandmasters and musicians 
for the American Expeditionary Forces. 
He went over in June, intending to con- 
duct concerts at the American army 
rest camps with an orchestra of French- 
men from the: famous Colonne, Lamou- 
reux, and Pasdeloup” organizations, 
eighty of whose members had been as- 
sembled in Paris by Maurice de Vil- 
liers, with a guarantee fund for their 
tour provided by Harry Harkness Flag- 
ler, President of the Symphony Society 
of New York. 

When mid-July brought a sudden turn 
of the war in favor of the Allies, all 


transportation fa es were at once 
needed for American forces bound for 
the front, and the orchestra plan_was 
to that extent abandoned. Dr. am- 
rosch, however, conducted concerts in 
Paris, one being a gala event on the 
French national holiday, July 14, in the 
hall of the Conservatoire, which had 
never until that day been occupied, it 
was said, by a foreign conductor. Paris 
itself was threatened by the German 
drive when Dr. Damrosch arrived there, 
but he witnessed the city’s return to 
something like its ordinary mode of life 
as General Foch’s counterblows sent the 
enemy toward the frontier. _. 

Dr. Damrosch had Mile. Nadia Bou- 
langer, Messrs. Henri Casadesus, Alfred 
Cortot, Robert Schmitz, and Joseph Je- 
main as assisting artists in his concert 

‘at the Conservatoire, the profits 
which went to the French Red Cross. 
The performance, which_ began with 
“The Star-Spangled Banner” and 
closed with the ‘‘ Marseillaise,’’ included 
the Symphony No. 3 of Saint-Saens, a 
suite for viole d’amour by, Lorenziti, the 
*“Afternoon of a Faun,’’-by Debussy, 
and the ‘‘Symphonic Variations’’ o 
César Franck. Mile, Boulanger assisted 
at the organ in the Saint-Saéns sym- 
phony,” and Dr. Damrosch later became 
acquainted with the music of her sister, 
Lili Boulanger, a composer whom he 
hopes to introduce to American audi- 
ences this year. Mlle. Boulanger died 
four months ago and all of musical 
France went into mourning for her. 

‘“‘T think that Lili Boulanger is the 
greatest woman composer the world has 
ever seen,’’ Dr. Damrosch said recently 
at his residence, 146 East Sixty-first 
Street. ‘‘ Though only 19 years old, she 
had composed some remarkable works. I 
heard some of them in, Paris and was 
greatly impressed by em, especially 
her dramatic scene, ‘ Faust and Helena.’ 
The Symphony Society will introduce 
Mile. Boulanger’s music to New York 
this Winter with this scene. I am also 
planning for the New York Oratorio So- 
ciety to give her choral works, ‘ On the 
Death of a Soldisr’ and ‘Hymn to the 
un ’ 


‘*T shall be particularly glad to do 
this,’ Dr. Damrosch continued, ‘* be- 
cause I recently made the statement 
that I did not think there would ever 
be a great woman composer. I was 
partly right. We have no woman 
Brahms nor Beethoven. But I think 
there are great possibilities of it, now 
that I have heard some of the works 
of Lili Boulanger.”’ 

All France, Dr. Damrosch said, had 
become boundlessly enthusiastic for 
everything American since American 
troops made their heroic stand at 
Chateau-Thierry. ‘*When I reached 
Paris in June,’ he said, ‘‘ it seemed de- 
serted. More than a million of its in- 
habitants had moved out, and prepara- 
tions’ were being made for a possible 
evaquation. Now everything is “a. 
The\fact that a-quarter of a million 
American troops are reaching France 
every month has put new spirit into the 
people. They are in a glow of en- 
thusiasm for everything American.” 

To illusrate the admiration of the 
French for America, Dr. Damrosch told 
of an incident at the Fourth of Jul 
celebration in Paris, which, he said, 
Was an epoch-making event. He said: 

‘* While I was standing on the street 
watching the parade a little -French 
girl, who had recognized me as an 
American, crept up to me and placed 
something in my hand. When I looked 
at it I found that it was a small] quantity 
of cotton which she had rolled out thin 
and on which she had painted an Amer- 
iean and a French flag."’ 

In speaking of the enthusiastic recep- 


tion which he himself had met with in: 
France, Dr. Damrosch insisted that it) 
was a tribute to him as an American, | 


not as a musician. 


| 
‘“*T went over to France in June,’’ he: 
said, ‘‘ with ample means from Harry : 


Harkness Flagler to organize an orch- 
estra of French musicians and give 
concerts in the American rest camps. 
When I arrived in Paris I found that, 
on account of the military exigency, it 
was not possible for me to get railway 
accommodations to carry a large or- 
chestra with their instruments about the 
country. Every inch of space was need- 
‘ed for soldiers and war materials. 

**So I decided to give several con- 
certs in Paris and then to return to 
America. Then I set about recruiting 
eighty men for my orchestra. At the 
first rehearsal only forty-three appeared. 
I began to think then that I should not 
even be able to give my concerts. I 
spoke to the men that had come to 

e rehearsal and asked their aid. 
‘All that I ask,’ I told them, ‘is that 
you lend me eighty men for a few 
days. America has sent you a million 
men and stands ready to send you 
millions more: Now can’t you manage 
to find me just eighty for a short 
time? ’’ 

‘‘In a few days I had the orchestra 
complete. In it there were half a dozen 
of the most eminent French artists who 
had never played in an orchestra. They 
volunteered their services merely be- 
cause I was an American conductor, 
and every person in France is anxious 
to show his appreciation of what Amer- 
ica is doing.’’

In his Canton speech Debs prefaced his 
remarks with the sttaement that “I 
must be careful what I say, and more 
careful how I say it.” 

His alleged offense specifically is that 
by indirection and insinuation in this 
speech it was his intent to affirm the 
‘‘war program ”’ of the Soclalist- Party 
at St. Louis in June, 1917. This pro- 
gram was adopted by a referendum of 
the party, and is outspoken in opposin: 
the war, and, among other things, 
pledges the party to oppose conscription.

At the same time, he asserts, it 
would be “necessary to put an end to 
the numerous schemes, many of them 
actually fraudulent, for inducing inex- 
perienced holders of Liberty Bonds to 
exchange them for merchandise or prop- 
erty of less inherent value through car- 
rying the promise of a higher value or 
a higher income return." 


Text of the Secretary’s Letter. 


Here is the text of Mr. McAdoo's let- 
ter to Chairman Kitchin, a copy of 
which has also been sent to Chairman 
Simmons of the Senate Finance Com- 


mittee: 
‘** Sept. 5, 1918. 
“Dear Mr. Kitchin: 

‘“*In connection with the tax bill now 
before the Congress, and without await- 
ing its enactment, { feel constrained to

The delay 
in e enactment of the tax bill, the

‘*I do not mention these things crit- 
ically, for I realize that the Ways and 
Means Committee have labored faith- 
fully and earnestly during the hot Sum- 
mer months in the consideration and 
preparation of the tax bill. I have al- 
ready expressed my acceptance of a 
normal tax of 12 per cent. without a 
differential against unearned incomes, 
and in principle { am now. agreed with 
-the committee that a substantial in- 
crease in surtax rates will be necessary 
in order to produce the indicated rev- 
enue. 

‘“‘The market price of Liberty bonds, 
which responded favorably to the sug- 
estion of an increased normal tax, from 
which the bonds will be exempt by their 
terms, was depressed by the newspaper 
reports of a greatly increased surtax, to 
which the interest on the bonds will be 
subject. I have been anxious to stabilize 
the interest rate upon Government 
bonds, believing that by so doing we 
should be reducing the cost of the war, 
not only today for ourselves, but, in the 
future, for ourselves and for our brave 
men who are fighting in France and 
who will have little or no opportunity to 
accumulate and invest in Liberty bonds, 
though they must upon their return join 
the army of taxpayers who must pay 
this interest. I have sought to avoid the 
issue of bonds at such a rate and upon 
such terms as might result ultimately, 
when the war is won, in the accumula- 
tion of great wealth in_the hands of a 
relatively small proportion of our pop- 
ulation, carrying interest at a high rate 
and exempt from taxes.

and municipalities. Under the existing 
state of the Cgnstitution and laws, 
such a comparison cannot be avoided. 
In those circumstances, we must find a 
middle ground between the view which 
would refuse all exemptions from sur- 
taxes and the practical necessity of tak- 
ing into account, the fact that such 
exemptions will in’ any event be gained, 
as surtaxes are steadily increased, by 
shifting funds into Governmental, State, 
and municipal bonds, the income from 
which ig exempt from surtaxes as well 
as from‘normal taxes. 

‘In granting such exemption I think 
appropriate provision should be made 
to the end that those who subscribe for 
bonds of the Fourth Liberty Loan may, 
to the extent of a specified portion of 
their holdings, participate in the exemp- 
tion in respect to bonds of the First Lib- 
erty Loan converted, the Second Liberty 
Loan, converted and unconverted, and 
the Third Liberty Loan. 

‘*Should these views commend them- 
selves to the Congress, I believe that 
immediate action should be taken s0 
that the status of the bonds of the 
Fourth Liberty Loan in respect to taxa- 
tion may be promptly known. It is, in 
fact, ene that this status should 
be quickly known. 


Additional Recommendations. 


‘There are certain other matters to 
which I desire to call the atfention of 
your committee at this time: 

‘The provisions of Section 8 of the 
Second Liberty Bond act, as amended by 
the Third Liberty Bond act, should be 
extended so as to authorize the Secre- 
tary to deposit the proceeds arising from 
the payment of war profits taxes with 
qualified depositary banks and trust 
companies in the United States in the 
same manner as the proceeds of income 
and excess profits taxes.

“One of theese features is the belief 
that the. process of awarding deferred 
Clasaification to a registrant requires 
merely the filling out of the question- 
naire, and that the Selective Service 
Board@ will perceive the bropristy of 
making the deferment, without the as- 
sistance furnished by -the registrant's 
formal claim indicating the’ deferment 
desired. : 

‘“‘The other feature is the employer’s 
failure to realize his responsibility to in- 
tervene in aiding the board’s determina- 
tion, and, therefore, to inform himself 
fully on all the considerations which 
should affect the decision as‘to defer- 
ment. Both of these features are due 
to a single larger fact, viz: A failure on 
the part of many to reflect on the indus- 
trial considerations governing deferred 
classification. 

‘*1, As to the first-mentioned belief, it 

ust be pointed out that if it: were uni- 

-rsally acted upon, the process of classi- 
fication would be seriously hampered 
and delayed. Some one must indicate 
that the individual case is one which! 
should arrest the special attention of the! 
boards in' respect to the registrant’s oc- | 
cupational status. The boards do not) 
possess a superhuman omniscience. Nor |; 
are they permitted by circumstances to' 
devote unlimited time to the search of, 
questionnaires for possible grounds of | 
claim. In 1917, out of more than 3,000,- 
000 registrants called, only 140,000 filed 
occupational claims, or 4.7 per ‘cent., 
thus 95 per cent. of all registrants 
raised no question of such deferment. 
Under the questionnaire system the exact 
scrutiny of every page of this 95 per 
cent. of questionnaires presenting no oc- 
cupational claims would have been an 
intolerable expenditure of time, involv- 
ing a delay fatal to the speed and de-, 
cisive action necessary for filling the

Suppose the United States had de- 
clared. -war against. Crown Prince 
FREDERICK WILLIAM'S army, but not 
against’ Crown Prince - Ruprpsrcut’s 
army. hat situation would not be 
very. créditable to our intelligence and 
foresight, would it? We. have not 
done Just that; but we have declared 
war against a portion of the German 
Army and have not declared it against 


war against those parts of the Ger 
man Army which operate: in France, 
Belgium, Russia, and Italy, and have 
not declared it against those parts 
which operate in Mesopotamia, Pales- 
tine, Macedonia, and Serbia. That is 
not what we call it; we call it declar- 

& war against Germany, and Austria 
and not decldring war against Turkey 
and Bulgaria, but the meaning is the 
same, since the forces of Turkey and 
Bulgaria are merely parts-of the Ger- 
man Army’ and all their operations, 
military. and diplomatic, are directed 
from Potsdam. 

Germany, Austria, Turkey, and 
Bulgaria, ‘have been mobilized into 
one huge army, of which the German 
Emperor is the Commander in Chier. 
The whole civil resources. as” well as 
the ‘whole military establishment yet 
those four countries ‘belong to that 
army.

This delay of ours in declaring war 
against the southern wing of the Ger- 
man, Army works also. to our injury 
in another way: It gives a free rein 
to Bulgarian propaganda in the United 
States, and Germany in her busiest 
days never had a busier lot of propa- 
gandists working for her in this toun- 
try than Bulgaria has here today. It 
works to our confusion in 
way; for. though we may dodge or 
delay the issue, some time the ques- 
tion is certain to come up whether we 
are to stand by Serbia and Rumania 
or betray them to Bulgaria; and Bul- 
garia’s war aims are inconsistent with 
anything short of the mutilation of 
those nations. Are we for Serbia and 
Rumania or are-we against them?

NO FAMINE IN GERMANY. 
One of the first duties of IrnA NELSON 
the American Minister to 
Sweden, now on leave in this copntry, 
has been to knock on the head the 
‘persistent delusion that starvation is 
driving the German people toward 
revolution. Their real economic con- 


dition is as well known in Stockholm 


as anywhere. Germany has had many 
partisans in Sweden, especially in the 
army and in the industries that have 
profited during the war as néver be- 
fore.’ Stockholm became a. clearing 
house for information about Ger- 
many. <Any one who. took the trouble 
to inquire, and could sift the wheat 
from the chaff, might learn what real 
economic conditions in that country 
were. ae 

The American. Minister, of course, 
had access to the official sources. In 
a signed statement approved by the 
State Department Mr. Morris deals 
withthe stories about the extremity of 
the. German people which ‘have taken 
up 80 much space in American news- 
papers. Their. circulation began as 
long: ‘ago as the first year of the war, 
when the British blockade \was sup- 
posed ‘to be éffective.

‘* eral lessening of the loyalty of the 
** people.’’ On the contrary, they still 
believe in the invincibility of their ar- 
mies. But-the truth. will not prevent 
the Government from launching a 
peace offensive during the Winter 
playing upon the sympathies of th 
American people by showing how Prick 
ine conditions are destroying a great 
nation which wants nothirig so much 
as the honorable conclusion of a war 
from which it has suffered most. 

Anticipating this, what does our 
Minister to Sweden say?

The people are loyal to the 
Government and they have faith in 
their army. But the Government and 
the military party are one and the 
same. Until it is beaten decisively in 
the field there will be no peace.”

PSYCHOLOGY OF THE WAR SHOW. 

To the thoughtful citizen who has 
seen the musical performance ‘‘ Yip, 
Yip, Yaphank’’ by the men from Camp 
Upton, and is later selected for mili- 
tary service, it suggests a philosophy 
that will enable him to accept the 
hardships of sérvice in the spirit that 
makes for a minimum of nervous wear 
and tear and a maximum of the cheer- 
ful, willing, helpful point ‘of view so 
necessary in the good soldier. It ac- 
complishes by suggestion what en- 
forced discipline.does not do, namely, 
creates the state of mind which makes 
light of the unpleasant in the military 
novitiate and establishes a sure foun- 
dation for training. 

To the parents who see the, perform- 
ance comes a feeling that the sol- 
dier’s life is after all a happy one; that 
it molds character; that thelr son 
while undergoing the rigors of the 
camp will.be contented. This belief 
makes their fears for him the less and 
their hopes for him the greater. 

For the soldier in the making there 
is set up a picture which inspires 
loyalty and attracts admiration. Im- 
pulsively he aspires to be like the type 
portrayed. He experiments, perhaps, 
with his next disagreeable experience 
by efforts to w.aintain cheerfulness, 
finds the experience less disagreeable, 
and, presto! has learned the lesson, 
to endure hardship with the least dis- 
comfort. Not only this, by suggestion 
tre comes to believe: that the American 
soldier should always appear cheerful, 
no matter what happens, and it be- 
comes a matter of pride with him to 
conduct himself accordingly in, any 
emergency or under the host. trying 
conditions. This performance teaches 
by the gentle and subtle art of sug- 
gestion what sterner means might fail 
to teach. ey N 

To the public ‘* Yip, Yip, Yaphan 
is ‘to’ be recommended because, aside 
from. its salutary lesson and. the ex- 
ample it sets, the proceeds are to be 
devoted to the building of. community 
houses at Camp Upton, where the 
families and friends of soldiers may 
visit them, to cheer and sustain and to 
be strengthened and inspired in turn, 
also to say farewell before the boys 
go overseas.

been 1,125 homicides in: the State of 
Texas, and that the biennial report of 
the State’s Attorney tseneral, from which: 
these figures are taken, also shows that 
in the same time. there have been only 
650 trials for murder. ‘Chese trials have 
resulted in 442 convictions and 208 ac- 
quittals, but the number of death sen- 
tences executed was the strangely small 
one of 17, though capital punishment for 
murder is still supposed to exist in Texas 
and there are just. enough impositions 
of it to warrant the supposition. - 

Of the seventeen convicts who paid 
the death penalty for murder, The Post 
Says, ‘Few of these would have been 
executed if théy’ had’ not been black.’’ 
If that be.so, The Post seems to be jus- 
tified in declaring that in Texas ‘“men 
murder because there is no great risk in 
it,” and also to be not without excuse 
for asserting that democracy, with its 
claim*to protect thé citizen in his life, 
liberty, ‘and pursuit of happiness, is not 
endangered in Hurope and by the Prus- 
sian autecracy alone. 

These. statistics will cause not a little 
surprise here in the North, for we have 
made. such a thorough revision of old 
ideas as to mapners, methods, and mor- 
als in Texas—we had, heard so. often 
about its victories over rum, gambling, 
and pistol toting—that to learn that 
man-killing is still frequent and often 
unpunished there gives a good deal of a 
shock, 

With a caution in the circumstances 
easily undtrstandable, The Post takes 
care to state that it makes its critical 
comments on: the prevalence and im- 
munity of -homicide in ‘Texas, not be- 
cause conditions there are worse than 
they are in other parts of the country, 
but simply because it happens to have 
at hand the figures for Texas and hasn’t 
them for some other States where mur- 
der is still more frequent and just as 
safe. 


A decidedly astonish- 
ing confession was

He was attempting an explana- 
tion of the recent German reverses on 
the western front, and, in the-course of 
it, he said that ‘‘ the pésition we occu- 
pied before the enemy. counteroffensive 
began was the result of an abortive of-. 
fensive, and therefore unsuitable for a 
defense whose aim. was the effective 
economizing of forces.’’ 

So the great rush that began on March 
21, in spite of the rnany square miles of 
ground it gained and the long retreats it 
enforced on. both the British and the 
French, was an ‘abortive offensive °’! 
In’ other words, the plans of that’ won- 
derful staff of supermen were based on 
a misunderstanding-of the conditions in 
which. the great attack was made, and 
it'was a failure-from the German point 
of view as well as that of the Allies. 

. This admission must have been a par- 
ticularly; humiliating one for General 
VON. FREYTAG-LORINGHOVEN to make, and 
the . responsibilities for such a mistake 
are extremely. heavy. In other armies 
they are followed, almost invariably, by 
the retirement of commanders in chief 
and a long line of their closer subordi- 
nates. .It has been perfectly obvious, 
however, to all the world outside of Ger- 
many that the offensive ‘was ‘“‘ abor- 
tive '’—that it. did, not’ accomplish its 
purpose,. which. was to separate the 
British and French Armies and to take 
either. Paris or the Channel ports or 
both.. Its. enormous losses were suf- 
fered without any compensating advan- 
tage. It is therefore no great credit to 
the hye German: etticiency.

Buyers Shopping Around.

A lurvey of the business done on Fall 
lines of corsets to date is said by men 
who know to show .a concentration of 
orders on standard numbers ‘and brands, 
against the hit-or-miss .methods of buy- 
ing that have prevailed in the past.
